Although in practice a 
sharp line cannot -be drawn 
between these grounds of 
differences for the purpose 
of determining which stand- 
point should be taken in a 
given case;. yet, whenever 
ossible, a solution from the 
egal point of view is always 
to be preferred. 


When an incident occurs ‘be- 
tween States, it can usually be 
more effectively settled to the 
satisfaction of both parties by 
principles and usages which 
have, been -more or less com- 
monly agreed upon and. better 
understood, than by. . political 
considerations, which are 
generally rather vague and dif- 
ficult to define. 

It appears that in the recent 
ease of the “Asama Maru”

Behind that question and answer

At 64 he fs a pitiful man, his al- 
most unsecing eyes hidden behind 
blue glasses, 


His story sweeps back to a differ- 
ent Eurcpe, when as a young man 
he taught English in the high schools 
of Moscow before the last war. 


In November, 1919, he was ‘asked 
to work in the anti-British section 
of the Third International. He re- 
fussed to plaxtraltor to his own 
country. ? 


He «vas arrested, thrown into a 
verminous cell, beaten by warders, 
starved. 


Later he was transferred to the 
Butirki prison In Moscow. 

He was ticd to his bed with ropes 
that cut weals in his arms. He was 
beaten severely. 

After a time he .fell unconscious, 
and was pitched into oa corridor 
amonft corpses. 

A {cllow-prisoner rescued him, and 
he lay for months {n a state of ex- 
haustion. , 7 

In 1920 he was released at the re- 
quest of the British Government and 
repatriated, 

His complaint against the Govern- 
ment is that in 1923 two similar 
cases—those of Mrs, ividson, whose 
“husband was shot, —and~ Mrs." Stan’ 
Harding, who had been imprisoned 
for four months--were pressed 
against the Russian Government.

If invading armics can force 
thelr way round the ends 
France's elaborate shield’ will 
be about ‘ns useful as the 
Great Wall of China. 

The German High Command 
must have given a lot-of con- 
sideration to the choice be 
tween these two weal -spots. 
Jngeed mountains defend the 
Swiss end; but what are the. 

_ prospects at the Relgian end? 

The danger-zone is a

as Germany. Hitler's prattle 
about “living space” makes the 
Belgians  Jaugh . cynically.

Belgium pulled herself to- 
gether gallantly after the war, 
restoring her finnnces, improv- 
ing her trade and raising the 
standard of living of the 
working classes.

Because 
part of Belglum’s huge colony 
in the Congo, eighty times as 
large as herself, was taken 
from Germany after the last 
war.

Although in practice a 
sharp line cannot be drawn 
between these grounds of 
differences for the purpose 
of determining which stand- 
point should be taken in’ a 
given case; yet, whenever 
possible, a solution from the 
legal point of view is always 
to be preferred. 


When an incident occurs be- 
tween States, it can usually. be 
more effectively settled to the 
satisfaction of both parties by 
principles and.« usages which 
have been more or less ‘com- 
monly agreed upon and better 
understood, than by political 
considerations, © which are 
generally rather vague and dif- 
ficult to define. 

It appears that in the recent 
case of the “Asama Maru” 
.Great_Britain_has.endenvoured 
to justify her action by the 
former, while Japan has chosen 
to premise her complaint on 
the latter considerations.

Feb. 4 (UP).—France’s Maginot Line is believed to be 
impregnable, but the High Command has taken every 
precaution to stem w “break through” behind the Line 
should the German armies prove powerful enough to 
shatter.the deep and heavy system of fortifications. 


Theoretically, at least from 
the historical viewpoint, no 
position. is 100 per cent invulner- 
able or impregnable provided the 
enemy is willing to pay a high 
enough price for the privilege of 
shattering such a defence. 


, 
Considered from this angle, It is 
possible to ralsc the problem of what 
would happen’ if the Germans 


managed to plerce the line at one or’ 


several polnts, 


In the first place, it is an accepted 
fact that a breech between’ two forts 
or even several forts over n distance 
of severul kilometers would be of no 
proctical value ‘to an ‘enemy. which 
would be faced with. the tmpossible 
task of holding terraln from a 
flnnkiny: counter-attack by mobile 


forces, 
If They Succeed 


Assuming that the Germans did 
concelyably break through along a 
considerable length ' and to a falr 
depth, how could the’ French micet 


such a threat? 


The attacking force, it is presumed, 
would be composed of mechanized 
units. These units would be exposed 
constantly to lateral fire: of the antl- 
tank puns of the forts theinselves, 
because there is but little likelihood 
they would be silenced or forced to 
surrender. A break-through would 
more than likely pass by the greater 
majority of these blackhouses, © and 
their firing power would: be un- 
Impaired, : 


In the second place, medium = and 
heavy-sized ‘batteries behind — the 
Maginot Line would concentrate thelr 
fire on the breeched sector, Ger- 
man forces would here again be sub- 
jected .to an intense cross-fire from 
innumerable batteries before they 
could disg in or bring, up supporting 
forces, ; 

Decisive Battle 


In the worst eventuality, in which 
the Germans did mannge to drive 
through the line. with heavy forces 
sweeping away all obstacles, the 
French -““manocuvring masses", held 
in reserve for such occasions, would 
be ealied up to play their role of 
fighting a decisive battle with the 
enemy. 


The “manocuvringg masses’ con- 
sist of an autonomous army com- 
posed of all elements found in a de- 
fensive organization. Its principal 
assets ure intense fire-power, heavy 
attack units.embodied in mechanized 
regiments, artillery of alt calibres 
and superior mobility, enabling it to 
rush to danger points in the shortest 


The French “manocuvring masses”, 
are presently based at unstated cen- 
tres which are, within striking dis- 
tance of all, present and potential 
front sectors. Their size and com- 
mands are not known. : 

Should large German forces breech 
the Maginot Line to an extent where 
they would threnten to out-flank the 


“fortifications, the French High Com- 


mand would order its_“manocuvring 
masses” to advance and engage the 
enemy. It is calculated that, threa- 
tened on both flanks by lateral fires 
from the conerete forts, the enemy 
would be placed in a very critical 
situation in which to meet the mobile 
armies sent to intercept them. 

Such engagements are perhaps one 
of the few possibllities of drawing 
{he enemy Into a decisive battle which 
would terminate the war quickly. 

Failure of the Germans to take the 


initlative of operations at the begin- |. 


ning of the war penmitted the French 
fo complete their concentrations be- 
hind the Maginot Line. 

_ These, concentrations are said to 
muke possible a-decisive engagement 
such as the one described above. It 
{s considered now that the Germans 
would have had o better ghnnee to 
crack the western front had_ the 
begun operations while ‘the Fren 
were in the midst of their general 
mobilization, :
